HUNTERS’ STAKES, THEIR USE 
AND ABUSE. 

Iv tus is a day of higher farming, and 
greater intelligence, it has not abated the love 
of hunting, nor do I think the amount of sport, 
taking one season with another. There were 
in the haleyon days of the Chase (and such are 
held to be the years from about 1790 to 18380), 
dry or very frosty seasons, when sport was 
just as bad, and the constant ery of “no scent” 
just as common as in the seasons of the last 
twenty years. The same may be said of the 
run of foxes. Good scents make good foxes ; 
but there are seasons when they run rings, and 
no good ten or twelve mile points are made, 
Then a season or two comes of wet and pro- 
pitious weather, and there is again a succession . 
of Jong days, straight runs, and tired horses. 
In hunting, the good run must be (as it always 
has been) the exception, not the rule, Hence 
the many who “hunt to ride,” not “ride to 
hunt, are loud in their complaint of “no scont;” 
no sport and perpetual disappointment. They 
simply expect too much, 

tf there be one thing more than another 
which interferes with good runs now-a-days, 
it is the foolish and ignorant system, pursued 
daily; of over-riding hounds at tho start, 
No rnatter how bad tho scent, yet mon, who 
have hunted all their lives, treat hounds as if 
they were skyrockets, once gone, never to be 
seon again. In hunting every one thinks him- 
self a consummate judge. The apprentice- 
ship required in other pursuits is here sup- 
posed needless, and any advice treated as un- 
warrantable, Still, as people come out hunting 
for the amusement and the pleasure of a run, 
it is wonderful that day by day they destroy 
their own and others’ sport, simply by pressing 
on hounds, when in difficulties, and riding tho 
high couraged creatures over the line of their 
gnme inthe first five minutes. <A fair fox, 
well found, and with a reasonable start, will 
generally afford some sort of a gallop; but 
when hurtled by horsemen, halloaed at all 
corners, and then probably ridden after by 
somo adventurous youth, how is it possible that 
flesh and blood can tolerate such an amount 
of injustice? In anarticle some time since in 
Baily's Magazine on the subject of ‘' Farmers 
and Foxhunting,” by “Scrutator,” several very 
just and admirable remarks were mado. 

tle proves that the independence and plea- 
sures of hunting, as well as the profit part, 
are highly conducive to the good fellowship 
and well-doing of individual districts. Ono 
point of his story ought to be road attontively, 
and it is that of unfashionable countries, and 
the ery raised by game preservors, that in 
them, being rough countries, game must take 
the .precedenco of fox-hunting ; in fact, that 
hunting should be abolished. What is the re- 
ault.of such acry? Why, that the few, the 
very few, are to havo their enjoyment—their 
lrares. and pheasants ; but the hunting man 
(be ho of great or little consequence), the 
farmer, and the tradesman, the rustic and 
artisan, all equally fond, in their own way, of 
‘tho chase, are to be entirely debarred from 
theirsanmsement. They have not the means 
or inclination to move off “bag and baggage 
to ‘ithe Shires,” to Melton, to Harborough, or 
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The closo of the season’ introduces us to Steeple Chases and 
Hunters’ Stakes, in our various districts. 

Steeple chasing exhibits a reviving tendency, and tho late Grand 
National at Melton was a decided success. 

On Hunters’ Stakes I have a word to say ero I conclude, 

hey are, and always have been, liablo to abuse, from a cortain 
description of horse being sent about to pick them up, who gain a 
qualification for them, much to the detriment of the resident farmers 
and gentry in a neighbourhood, without being — regularly kept and 
ridden as bona fide hunters with the hounds, in whose neighbour- 
hood the plate or stakes is given. : : 

To meet this, the stakes should be drawn up with more stringent 
rules— That none but horses who have been regularly hunted with 
the neighbouring packs for three months previous to the race, be 
allowed to start.” And that “the qualification for starting for the 
race be given by the master of the hounds, or whom he may ap- 


point,” and not by the huntsman, as is usual. ‘This takes away any 

charge of favouritism which might be laid against a huntsman, and, 

moreover, the masters of hounds are the best judges whether horses 

have hunted fairly and regularly enough with their hounds to be 
entitled to a certificate.

- On Friday, before the opening to the public, the Prince of Wales and 
Prince Louis of Hesse, attended by Major Teesdale, made a long and 
careful examination of all the classes, and spent more than an hour 
and a half in going through the show. His Royal Highness seemed 
pleased that the animals he exhibited had met with the reward which 
their unquestionable merits In many cases deserved, and in the case of 
the forcign mastitfs, foreign hounds, and Newfoundlands had taken 
first prizes. Some of them are really beautiful dogs, especially in the 
class for Newfoundlands, where his Royal Highness shows “ Cabot,” 
the dog that was presented to him by the inhabitants of St. John's, 
Newfoundland, on the occasion of his visit to America, ‘This dog is 
one of the purest bred animals that could be found in the island, and 
his appearance in the class at once puts an end to the claim of the 
great black and white animals which usually crowd it to be considered 
yure Newfoundland dogs at all, At any rate, in the Prince’s dog we 
bee what the Newfoundlanders themsélyes point to as their idea of 
canine perfection, and an excellent standard by which to judge of the 
merits of others which arg asserted to be of the same breed. Judging 
from this, then, he is the only true-bred dog in the class—a small, fine- 
headed, compact animal, with a cwling, shining coat, like beaver, in 
which not a light-coloured hair is to be found. ° Like all his breed, he is 
quarrelsome, and this propensity has led him into serious trouble since

In this class of foreign 
dogs the Prince of Wales has sent 
two fine Indian mastiffs, which are 
very peculiar from their resemblance 
to pure English dogs of the same 
breed. No. 371 is apparently a eross- 
breed between a mastiff and deer- 
hound, and is a very fine animal; 
but, beyond all doubt, the finest and 
most powerful in the class is Lion 
(377), though his feet show that ho 
has been chained too early. It is, 
however, notwithstanding this, a. 
noble animal. Nero, No. 367, is 
worth notice, and especially worthy 
of attention is Czar, a Russian 
wolfhound, we presume, and cer- 
tainly one of the largest, finest 
formed, and cleanest. limbed animals 
in the building.

nary Review for May :— 

“This essay may be regarded ag supplementary to others, especially 
to two which were published in this Review in April and May, 1863. 
Since publishing these, I have continued my investigations, and have 
determined some very important anatomical characters in the construe- 
tion of the hoof, 

‘TY find that the horse’s hoof is composed of and divisible into two 
parts, and not into three, as we have hitherto believed. 

“The wall and sole are of one formation, and are not devisible by 
maceration, as has been stated. Nothing less than a breach of con~ 
tinuity, to be effected by some destructive means, can'separate the sole 
from the wall posteriorly. : 3 

For several years I tried, by maceration and other means, to settle 
the question for or against preconceived notions’ regarding the separa- 
tion of the sole from the wall; writers having described the hoof as 
readily separable by maceration ; the non-success in similar trials, on 
my own part, was regarded by myself as the result of a non-effective 
mode of conducting the process. Atlength, however, the inquiry was 
pushed to its final solution ; and the question was solved of the frop- 
band or periopoli, about which Mr. Clark had laid the greatest stress, 
for what he called the discovery, and was extremely angry at some of 
his contemporaries, Continental writers especially, for not duly acknow- 
ledging his claims to contributions to veterinary science in that par- 
ticular instance, 

“T have now shown, what I long believed was the case, that the 
band of soft horn which rises above the upper margin of the wall, and 
gives fullness and Symmetry to the foot, is an amplification of the 
cuticle, for that assigned purpose. 

“Every anatomist knows the variety in substance, appearance, and 
uses, which the cuticle or searf-skin assumes in different parts of the 
same animal; we have only to notice the structure as it is found in 
man, and compare that which covers the true skin in the arm-pit, 
behind the ear, and even on the back of the hand, and then look.on the 
palms of the hands of working mechanics, or the balls of the feet of 
men accustomed to walk much; and in the one case we find the cuticle 
unappreciably thin, in the ocher, taking on a horn-like character and of 
considerable thickness, 

“Turning attention to any of the lower animals, from the elephant 
downwards, we fintl the cuticle in parts, of such substance and texture 
as to be able to sustain much exertion, and even attrition, on the ground, 
All the dog and cat tribe, especially the larger and more owerful of 
the species, are endowed with cuticular coverings to the pads and balls 
of their feet, which are little inferior to the frog of the horse for power 
of sustaining pressure and attrition. The above instances are brought 
forward to show that the phenomenon of the horn-covering frog being 
an extension of cuticular formation, need not cause surprise to the most 
sceptical. 

“I beg to inform the reader that the whole subject concerning horses’ 
feet, of which the phenomena treated on in this paper form but a small 
part, is one which has required, and will continue to call for more con- 
stant and long-sustained labour than most men are diposed to give, or 
have the opportunity to devote to it; and I predict all would work 
rightly, if men coul only be induced to see this important subject in 
its true light, and considér it in ull its bearings; the work of advance 
towards sound knowledge would then be taken up by many, and would 
become relatively light and agreeable to all, 

“T saw long since, and taught that each lateral half of the hoof 
posteriorly has a free motion under regulating laws, and that in action 
the posterior extremities on either side, with the frog in the centre in 
co-operation, are drawn upwards. Some degree ef bending in the 
bottom of the foot, from a transverse line across its centre, goes on, 
the point of resistance being the hoof in front, where the strong agelu- 
tinised union of the horn plates beneath and the wall in front afford 
the strength. 

“ The perfect. state of the foot consists in the 
trical form which implies integrity of parts, their normal development, 
and consistent preservation, In such state we have the strength of 
the hoof and its supporting pee in greatest abundance at the front 
and the two columns of the heels, Whilst the frog, by spreading round 
from the coronet, and becoming expanded and thick over the bulbs, 
and increasing in density as it pushes forward over the triangular 
; Which, bending round from its connections with the 
cartilages on each side, is attached in the centre and bottom of the 
coflin-bone and facia, by which construction is given an addition of 
strength incaleulably potent. 

‘In conclusion, I beg to state that no uttempt to advance true know- 
ledge of the foot of the horse, or even to learn all that is known, 
except by well conducted dissections, can be expected to succeed ; 
and nothing but the foot itself can reveal its true characters, teach 
us its exquisite beauties, or lead to an understanding of the causes 
and character of its diseases, sources of the most intense of constant 
suffering.”
